that about 100,000 short tons 
will be produced there in 1936. 
_An important , factor is that: 
while the Nigerian product is ex- 
traeted by simple native methods, 
in Sumatra the oil is extracted by 
modern machinery, yielding a far 
higher proportion of good oil than 
{sg obtained in Nigeria. At Vic- 
toria, in the mandated area, Ger- 
man owners of the Cameroon 
plantations have established a 
system of oil-extraction by a pro- 
cess involving the use of benzine 
aga solvent, It may well be that 
this process is the. most signi- 
ficant development in the palm oil 
situation to-day. -
